Cabello, and communicated to us the next 
tnorning through a respectable commercial 
here, when we immediately presented it 
to the public in an extra half sheet, but as 
many of our Subscribers did notreceive the 
same, we reprint it for their information. 


On the 27th of last month an armistice 


was signed between Generals ¡Morillo and 
Bolivar at St. Anna, near Truxillo, con- 
sisting of thirteen articles, which however 
had not been made public, but it was un- 
derstood that they hadfor basis the restora- 
tion of peace. 
Two deputies had been ap- 


pointed on each side to proceed to Spain to 
arrange matters finally with the Cortes, and 
were to embark on board the coivette Des- 
cubierta, accompanied by general Morillo. 
They proceed in the first place for the Ha- 
vana, and will theie lake their passage on 
boartl a frigate for Spain. 


The following extract of a letter from 


Puerto Cabello, dated the sth instant, 
gives some further information ofthese im- 
portant affairs : 


" On the 27th ult. inthe morning, Gene- 


ral Bolivar, accompanied by his staff, met 
our commissioners at the head-quarters of 
Genera! Morillo. 
The Generals embraced 


each other in a most fiiendly manner, and 
bitterly deplored the innocent blood that 
had been shed in Venezuela ; and after- 
wards the Constitution and the Spanish 
nation was acknowledged by General Boli- 
var. 
Both Generals then took up a large 


stone between them, and placed it in the 
square ofthe town to serve as a memorable 
testimony of their meeting. 
The day was 


spent with much joy and enthusiasm, and 
at night the Generals slept in the same 
room. 


'* On the following day two officers were 


dispatched with the news'of this event to 
the kingdom of St. Ft':, two for Calabozo, 
tfivo for Guayana, and two for Margarita, 
these latter are expected here to-day or 
Jo-morrow, and will embark on board a 
man of war for their destination. 
General 


Morillo granted 40 passports to different 
officers of General Bolivar's army, to re- 
turn to their homes ami visit their families. 
This is all that we know up to this moment 
of these important matters; and thus have 
happily terminated in an instant the strug- 
gles of Venezuela, which have lasted now 
upwards often years." 


In addition to the above we learn, that 


previous to the signing of the armistice 
two trifling actions had been fought be- 
tween the Royalists antl Independents, both 
of which are said to have .terminated in 
favor of the former. 
It is likewise added 


that the armistice signed by the Generals, 
contains propositions very favorable to the 
Independents, we are not in possession of 
the particulars, but are given to under- 
stand that each officer ofthe Independent 
army is to retain the rank he holds, and 
that the Independents are to be governed 
by laws of their own, under the protection 
of the Spanish nation. 


Since the above was in type, we receiv- 


ed a Caracas Gazette Extraordinary ofthe 
26th of November, from which we have 
madethe following translation. 


" We are in possession of accounts from 11, 


I. dated Carache 17th inst. 
Our army, situat- 


ed at Humucarn, admitted as deputiesfrom the 
chief of the disaffected government, ("Bolivar^, 
colonels Sucre and Ambrosio Plasa, wb" so- 
journed lh»re one day, and «dmired ihe cha- 
racter of II.'E. and the*generous reception be 
gave !ham.

rallied after his

but he was warned from it by the on'y scoun- 
drel existing in that very f ntlii'ul town ; Sis sur- 
prise, however, was such, thai his forces dis- 
persed 
so speedily as to leave only 15 men to 


accompany him in his flight, who were closely 
pursued by the command mi Don Thomas Gar- 
cia, with two companies of his battalion Ist of 
Valencey, and the other of hussars. 


" The mail from Coro and Cumarebo is this 


moment arrived. 
The comptroller general of 
St. Fé landed at the latter place wilh despatches 
for II E. and immediately prodeedeil to head- 
quarters. 
From both places ihe re-capture of 


that kingdom by Calzada is already confirmed, 
who with 8000 men entered the capital on Ihe 
3d September without firing a shot. 
In Tunj» 


some disturbance took place, bul here the foe 
was exterminated, as also at Socorro, under 
the command of Santander, whoowed hit safety 
to i ttlit. 
The division of St. Martha has cross- 


ed the Magdalena, and worsted the relics ofthe 
enemy who Were beseiging Carthagena. 
It is 


probable that a part of Calzida's army is alrea- 
dy advancing towards Cucuta." 


The improbability of the above statement, 


as far as respects the re capture of St. Fê, will 
appear evident from the following translation 
of a document inserted in the Columbia of the 
Ist October', 1820, printed in the city ofBogota, 
the capital of the vice-royalty of St. Fé 
Proclamation of H. E. the Vice President of 
the Republic of Columbia.

hand you have tendered your co operation lo 
government. 
You have equally fulfilled your 
duties and my dispositions: to this generous 
disinterestedness, the smiling situation wherein 
yoo now behold yourselves is greatly due. 
Re- 


ceive ihe assurance of my approbation, and sus- 
pend no! Ihe exercise of any efforts in future, 
under the conviction and hope, ihat ihe day is 
not far distant, when with rapiure I shall de- 
clare any further sacrifices fiom you unneces- 
sary. 
' Fellow Citizens! —In viewing the brilliant 
course, with which the Columbian Republic 
moves this day on the globe, I can glory in no- 
thing else, but having strained every nerve to 
carry into effect the orders of the Liberator, 
and of hiving solicited frequent opportunities 
nf collecting the most authentic momentos of 
your patriotism, of your zeal, obedience and 
love. 
You have earned the right of appertain 


ing to the Columbian nation. 
I declare toyou, 


that the sacrifice of my life will neve-r be so 
grateful, as when it shall be required for the 
freedom and independenceofihe people of Cun- 
dinamarca.

I'ergumi's qualities and original station in life 
are atlested in have been most respectable ; and 
even on entering the queen's service as a cou- 
rier, his old master—no less a person than an 
Austrian minister at Milan—embraced him in 
the public streets, accoiding to the fashion of 
the continent among the nearest friends.

Letter of Counsellor Phillips to the King. 


The following excellent letter to the king, from 
the pen of that celebrated barrister, Charles 
Philips, Esq. we doubt not will be read with 
peculiar pleasure, as it relates most particular- 
ly to the situation of our persecuted queen. 
It 


is unnecessary to remark on the beauties of tha 
composition : the work will speak for itself: 


Sike,—When I presúmelo address you on 


the subject which afflicts and agitates the coun- 
try, I do so with the most profound sentiments 
ofrespect and loyalty 
But lam no flatterer. 


I wish well to your illottriout house, and there- 
fore I addressyou in the tone of simple truth— 
the interests of the king and queen are identifi- 
ed, and her majesty's advocate must be your's. 
The degradation of any branch of your family, 
must, in some degree, compromise the dignity of 
all, and be assured there is as much danger as 
discredit in familiarizing the public eye to «och 
n spectacle. 
I have no doubt that the present 


exhibition it not your royal wish ; 
1 have no 


doubt it is the work of wily sycophants and slan- 
derers, who have persuaded you of what they 
know to be falte, in the bate hope that it may 
turn out to be profitable. 
With the view, then, 


of warning you againstinterested hypocrisy, and 
ofgiving to your heart its naturally humane and 
noble inclination, I invokeyour attention to the 
situation ofyour persecuted contort ! I implore 
of you to consider whether it would not be for 
the safety of the state, for the tranquillity of the 
country, for the honor ofyour house, and for the 
interests alike of royalty and humanity, that an 
helpless female should be permitted lo pass in 
peace the fewremaining years which unmerited 
misery has spared to her. 


It is now, Sire, about five-and-twenty years 


since her majesty landed on the shores of Eng- 
land—a princess by birth—a queen by marriage 
—the relative of kings—and the daughter and 
the sister of a hero. 
She was then young—di- 


rect from ihe indulgence of a paternal court— 
the blessing of her aged parents, of whom she 
was the hope and stay— and happiness shone 
brightly o'er, her ; her life had been all sunshine 
—timefor her had only trod on fiiwert ; and if 
tha visions which endear, and 
decorate, and 


hallow home, were vanished for ever, still did 
she resign them for the sacred name of wife, 
the sworn affection of a royal husband, and the 
allegiance of a glorious and gallant people.— 
She was no more to tee her noble fat her's hand 
tinhelm the warrior's brow to fondle oer his 
child—no more for her a mother's tongue de- 
lighted as it laugh : that ear which never heard 
a strain— that eye which never opened on a 
scene, but those of careless, crimeless, cloud- 
less infancy, was now about to change iti dul- 
cet tones and fairy visions for the accent and 
the country of the stranger. 
But she had heaid 


the character of Britons—the knew that chi- 
valry and courage co-existed— she knew that 
where the brave man and the free man dwelt 
the very name of woman bore a charmed sway; 
and where the voice of England echoed your 
royal pledge, to " love, and worship, and cleave 
to her alone," she but looked upon your Sire's 
example, and your nation's annals, and was sa- 
tisfied. 
Pause and contemplate her enviable 


station at the hour of these unhappy nuptials! 
The created world could 
scarcely exhibit a 


more interesting tpectacle. 
There was 
no 


earthly blist of which she was not either in the 
pos-ession or the expectancy. 
Royal alike by 


birth and by alliance—honoured as the choice 
of England's heir, reputed the mott accom- 
plished gentleman in Europe—her reputation 
spotless as the unfallen snow—her approach 
heralded by a people's prayer, and her footsteps 
obliterated by an obsequious nobility—her you-th 
like the lovely season which it typified, one 
crowded garland ofrich and fragrant blossoms, 
refreshing every eye wilh present beauty, and 
filling every heart wilh promised benefits ! 
No 


wander that 
she feared 
no famine in that 


spring-tide of her happiness— no wonder that 
the speech was rapture, and her step was bnoy- 
ancy ! 
She was the darling of patents' hearts 


—a kingdom was her dower— her very glance, 
like the sun of heaven, diffused light, and 
warmth, and luxury around it—in her public 
hour, fortune concentred all its rays upon her, 
avid when she shrunk from its too radiant noon, 
it was within the shelter of a husband's love, 
which God and nature, and doty and morality, 
assured her unreluctant faith should be eternal. 
Such was the then, all joy and hope, and gene- 
rout credulity, the credulity that springs from 
honour and from innocence. 
And who could 


blame it? 
You had a world to chuse, and she 


was your selection—your ages were compatible 
—your births were equal—you bad drawn her 
from the house where she was honourable and 
happy—you had a prodigal allowance showered 
on you by the pnople—you had bowed your 
anointed head before Ihe altar, 
end sworn by 


its majesty to cherish and protect her, and this 
you did in the presence of that moral nation 
from whom you bold the crown, and in the' 
face of ihat church of which you are the guar- 
dian. 
The ties which bound you were of no 


ordinary texture—you stood not in the situa- 
tion of some secluded profligate, whose brutal 
satiety might leave its victim to a eiealh of soli- 
thde, where no eye could see, nor echo tell the 


quiveringi of her agony. 
Yoor elevation was 


too luminous and too lofty to be overlooked, and 
the, who confided with a vettal't faith and a vir- 
gin's purity in your honour and your morals, 
had 
a corroborative pledge in that publicity, 


which could not leave her to suffer or be ginned 
against in 
secret. 
AH the calculations of her 


reason, all evidence of her experience, combin- 
ed their confirmation. 
Her own parental home 


wis purity itself, and your's might have bound 
republicans 
to royalty ; it would have been 
little less than 
treason to have doubted you ; 


and, oh ! she was right to brush away the paint- 
ed vermin that infast a court, who would have 
withered up her youthful heart with the wild 
errors of yoor ripe minority ! Oh ! she was right 
lo Irusl the honour of " Fair England'»" heir, 
and weigh but as a breath-blown grain of dust 
a thousand follies and a thousand faults balan- 
aad against the conscience of her husband. She 
did confide,and what has been the consequence? 


History must record it, sire, when the bright- 


est gem in your diadem shall have mouldered, 
that this young, confiding, inexperienced crea- 
ture had scarcely heard the last congratulatory 
address upon her marriage, when she was ex- 
iledfrom her hutband't bed, banished from her 
husband's society and abandoned to the pollu- 
tion of every slanderous sycophant who chose to 
crawl over the ruin ! 
Merciful God ! 
was it 


meet to leaVe a human being to tituated, with 
all her passions excited and enflamed to the im- 
pulses of soch abandonment? Was it meet thus 
to suoject her ine -oeneneed youth to the scor- 
pion stingingof exasperated pride, and all its in- 
cidental natural temptations? 
Was il right to 


fling the shadow of a husband's frown upon the 
then unsullied snot» of her reputation ? 
Up to 


the blight of that all-withering huur no human 
tongue dared to asperse her character. 
The inn 


of patronage was not then siiong enough to 
quicken into life the serpent brood of tlanders : 
no starveling aliens, no hungry tribe of local ex- 
pectants, then hoped tofatten upon the offals of 
the royal reputation, the was not long enough in 
widow huo I to givethe spy and '.hepurjurer even 
a colour for their ioventions. 
The peculiarities 


of the foreigner—the weakness of the female— 
the natural vivacity of youthful innocence,could 
not even be tortured into " demonstrations 
strong"; for you, yourself, in your recorded 
letter, had left her purity not only unimpeacbed 
but unsuspected. 
That invaluable letter, the 


living document of yoor separation, gives us the 
sole reason for your exile, that your " inclina- 
tions" were not in yoor power ! That sire, and 
that alone, wat the terrific reason which you 
gave your consort for this public and heart- 
rending degradation. 
Perhaps they were not; 


but, give me leave to ask,are not the obligations 
ofreligion iadependent of us ?

Am 1 yonr low'y 
subject, to understand that I may kneel before 
tha throne of God, and promise conjugal felicity 
till death, and self-absolve myself whatever mo- 
ment it luiti my" inclination"? 
Not to will 


that mitred bench who tee her majetty arraign- 
ed before them read 
lo you tin» ceremony.— 
They will tell you it it the moil solemn ordi- 
nance of man—consecrated by the approving 
presence of our Saviour—acknowledged by the 
whole civilized community—ihe source of life's 
purest pleasures, and of death's happiest conso- 
lations —the rich fountain of our life and being, 
whose draught not only purifies existence, but 
causes man to live in his posterity;—they will 
tell you that it cannot perish by " inclination," 
but by crime, and that if there it any difference 
between the prince and the peasant who invoke 
its obligation, it is in the more enlarged doty 
entailed upon him, to whom the Almighty lias 
vouchsafed the influence of an example. 


Thut, then, within one year after her mar- 
riage, was she flung " like a loathtome weed" 
upon the world, no cause assigned except your 
loathing inclination ! It mattered nothing, that, 
for you she had surrended all her worldly pios- 
pects—that she had left her horns, her parents, 
and her country—that she had confided in the

Poor unfortunate ! who could 
have envied her ber salaried shame and her roy- 
al humilation ? 
The lowest peasant in her re- 
versionary realm was happy in the comparison. 
The parents that loved her werefar, far away— 
the friends of her youth were in another land— 
she was alone and among strangers, and he who 
should have rushed between her and the bolt of 
heaven, left her exposed to a rude world's ca- 
prices. 
And yet she lived, and lived without a 


inurmer; her tears were silent—her sighs were 
lonely : and when you perhaps in the rich blaze 
ofearth's magnificence forgot that sucha wretch 
existed, no teptoacli of tier's awoke your slum- 
bering memory. 
Perhaps the cherished ihe vi- 


sionary hope, that the babe whose " perilous in- 
fancy" she cradled, might one day be her hapless 
mother's advocate ! 
How fondly 
did she trace 


each faint resemblance ! 
Each little casaal pa- 


UrnaJs smile, which played upon the features of 


that child, and might some distant day beberre- 
demption ! 
How, as it litpeid the s-iied name 


of father, did she hope its innocent infant tone 
mightyet awake within thai fathei's breast tomo 
fond association ! 
Oh, sacred fancies! 
Oh, 


tweet and solemn visions ofu mother—who but 
mutt hallow thee ! 
Blest be the day dream that 


beguiles her heart, and robes each cloud that 
hovers o'er her childin airy colours ofthat heart'a 
creation ! 
To soon life's wintry whirlwind must 


come to sweep the pristned vapour into nothing. 
Thus, Sire, for many and manya heavy year 
did your 
deserted queen beguile her solitude. 
Meanwhile for you a flattering world assumed 
iis harlot smiles theready lie denied your errors, 
the villain courtier defied each act, which in an 
humble man was merely duty, and mid the din 
of pomp, 
and 
mirth, and revelry, if remorse 
spoke, 'twas inarticulate. 
Believe me, Sire, 


when all the tongues that Haltered you ere 
muie, and all the gaudy pageants that deceived 
you are not even 
a shadow,an awful voice will 


ask in thunder, did your poor wife deserve this 
treatment, merely from tome dists-'e of "in- 
clination?" 
It must be answered. 
Did not the 
altar't vow demand a strict fidelity, and was it 
nol a solemn and a sworn duty, " fur better and 
for worse," to Walcb and lend her— correct her 
waywardness by gentle chiding, and fling the 
fondness of an husband's love between her er- 
rors and the world ? 
It 
must be answered 
where the poorest rag upon ihe poorest beggar 
in your realm shall have the splendour of a co- 
ronation garment. 


Sad, alas ! were these sorrows of her solitade; 


but sad as they wete, they were but in their in- 
fancy. 
The first blow passed—a second and 
severer followed. The darling child, ovei who-.e

whose infant smile she lived, and moved, and 
had her being, wat torn away, and in the mo- 
ther's tweet endearments the could no longer 
lose the miseries of the wife. 
Her fuller, and 
her laureled brother too, upon the finid of bat- 
tle, sealed a life of glory, happy in a soldier's 
death, far happier that this dietstifut day was 
spaied them ! 
Her sole surviving parent fol- 


lowed soon, and though they left her almost a- 
lone on earth,yet how could the regret them P 
she has at least the bitter consolation, that their 
poor child's miseries did not bieak their hearts. 
Oh, miserable woman ! made lv rejoice over 
the very grave of her kindred, in mournful gra- 
titude that their hearts are marb'e. 
During a long probation of exile and of woe, 
bereft of parents, country, child end husband, 
she had one solace still— bet character wat un- 
blemished.

age ; and that those who exacted all a wife's 
obedience, should have previously procared for 
her a husband's countenance, l'ml reward him '"■ 
There is not a father or an husband In ilie land, 
whose heart does nol at this moment make a 
pilgrimage to his monument.
